"INSUPPORTABLE BLOW." 

2. SOME PEOPLE, SAYS ARTICLE, "EVEN CONSIDER THIS 
ATTITUDE TREASONOUS IN VIEW OE THE SUPPORT OF THE 
AFRICAN COUNTRIES FOR THE ARAB CAUSE IN THE MIDEAST 
WAR." 

3. IN ONLY ANTI-ARAB LANGUAGE IN PAST SEVEN MONTHS, 
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"THE AFRICAN STATES HAVE REAPED DECEPTION. 

THEY HAVE RECEIVED NOTHING AT ALL THAT COULD PLACE 
THEM IN A PRIVILEGED POSITION WITH REGARD TO THE PRICE 
OF ARAB OIL. THE ARABS HAVE EVERYTHING TO GAIN BY 
NOT ALLOWING THEMSELVES TO FLOUNDER IN UNGRACIOUS 
ATTITUDES TOWARD THE SOLIDARITY WHICH THE AFRICAN

ARAB-AFRICAN SUMMIT MEETING WHICH WILL TAKE PLACE 
IN KINSHASA WILL PRODUCE A COMPROMISE AND THAT THE 
ARAB OIL PRODUCERS WILL UNDERSTAND THEIR ERROR AND 
WILL REVISE THEIR PRESENT ECONOMIC POLICY CONCERNING 
PETROLEUM AND THE AFRICAN NATIONS." 

5. COMMENT: THIS STORY, COUPLED WITH RECENT 
PIECE IN ZAIRE MAGAINE CALLING MAALOT MASSACRE 
"UNJUSTIFIED UNDER ANY CIRCUMSTANCES," (SEE KINSHASA 
4902) ARE FIRST PUBLIC CRITICISMS OF ARAB CAUSE IN ZAIRIAN 
MEDIA SINCE BEGINNING OF OCTOBER WAR. FAR FROM 

BEING CONSTRUED AS ANY KIND OF A TREND, THEY DO INDICATE 
SOME DISSATISFACTION, ON BOTH SELF-INTEREST ECONOMIC 
GROUNDS AND IN TERMS OF HUMANITARIAN CONCERNS, 

WITH RECENT ARAB BEHAVIOR THAT TARNISHES SOMEWHAT 
THE ALLEGEDLY SPARKLING ARAB IMAGE PRESENTED DURING 
PAST HALF-YEAR IN THE ZAIRIAN MEDIA. 
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
